G . S . R . 276 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 1 ) of section 
62 of the Finance Act , 1964 ( 5 of 1964 ) , the Central Government hereby directs 
that with effect from the 17th day of February, 1965 , a regulatory duty of excise 
at the rate of fiftcen per cent. ad valorem shall be levied on the goods specified 
in column ( 3 ) of the Table hereto annexed and falling under the ſtoms, specified 
in column (2 ) of the said Table , of the First Schedule to the Central Excises 
and Salt Act, 1944 ( 1 of 1844 ) :
